All  in  all  the  sophomore  year  was  a  good 
one.  Our  teachers  had  come  to  be  more  than 
teachers — they  were  our  friends,  and  the  word 
Ellsworthian  had  taken  on  real  meaning  for  us. 
We  had  a  sense  of  belonging,  of  being  a  part 
of  a  fine  school. 

The  advent  of  our  junior  year,  then,  found 
all  of  us  a  little  more  trim,  a  little  more  sure.

New  records  were  set  by  Theodore  Wuskell 
and  Alfred  Bowidas  in  pole  vaulting  and  high 
jumping  respectively,  and  these  honors,  we  are 
sure,  were  valuable  contributions  towards  Ells¬ 
worth’s  fifth  consecutive  year  as  Yale  winners. 
Stephen  Wisneski  was  manager  of  the  track 
team. 

In  the  spring  of  1951  Elaine  Barber,  Joan 
Butler,  and  Marget  Parent  were  chosen  to  repre¬ 
sent  Ellsworth  at  Laurel  Girls’  State  and  Ronald 
Driscoll  and  Richard  Brennan,  Nutmeg  Boys’ 
State. 

And  when  the  solemn  strains  of  Pomp  and 
Circumstance  hushed  the  auditorium  for  the 
seniors’  last  march,  Elaine  Kupchunos  and  Ron¬ 
ald  Driscoll  wielded  the  marshals’  batons  with 
dignity  befitting  the  occasion.  Eleven  other  top 
juniors  acted  as  ushers.  Included  were  Marilyn 
Hall,  Elaine  Barber,  Joan  Butler,  June  Rose, 
Shirley  Delnicki,  Janet  Nicewicz,  Ina  Pasqua¬ 
lini,  Carol  Whitham,  Donna  Chapman,  Beverly 
Warbec,  and  Marget  Parent. 

In  the  field  of  journalism  Elaine  Kupchunos 
was  editor  of  the  South  Winds;  Marget  Parent, 
exchange  editor;  and  Janet  Nicewicz  was  Parade 
of  Youth  correspondent  and  business  manager. 
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&  Our  editor  was  also  elected  to  the  Quill  and 
Scroll  Honor  Society  for  High  School  Jour¬ 
nalists. 

And  dear  to  memory  was  the  Junior  Prom.

forgettable  evening.  Sally  Stiles  reigned  as 
queen  of  the  Old  Colonial  South,  while  A1  Gen¬ 
tile’s  music  provided  sparkling  rhythm  for 
1  dancing. 

The  traditional  ceremony  of  accepting  the 
I  front  steps  from  the  seniors  marked  another 
!  milestone  in  our  progress.  We  were  on  our  way, 
and  quite  suddenly,  there  we  were — Seniors!

Elaine  Kupchunos  and  Ronald  Driscoll  were

!  Stephen  Wisneski  to  foretell  our  futures,  and 
1  Marget  Parent  to  recapture  the  past  in  the  Class 
!  History.  Words  and  music  of  our  class  song  were

Plans  for  our  Washington  trip  sparked  the 
magazine  campaign — a  lot  of  work  but  a  huge 
success.  Total  subscriptions  obtained  not  only 
set  a  new  record  for  our  school  but  topped  all 
other  senior  classes  in  Connecticut.  Forty-three 
hundred  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents  worth  of 
magazines  were  sold,  netting  the  class  $1,570.20. 
Ronald  Driscoll’s  losing  team  was  happy  at  the 
results,  too,  and  gave  a  party  to  George  Stone’s 
supersalesmen.  Top  salesmen  were  Stephen 
Wisneski,  first;  June  Rose,  second;  Janet  Nice¬ 
wicz,  third.  At  the  celebration.  Miss  Mohn,  ad¬ 
visor  to  the  winning  team,  had  to  show  Miss 
Caffrey  how  to  sell  magazines  to  be  a  winner. 
William  Luscinskas,  Janet  Nicewicz,  and  Carol 
Whitham  were  the  salesmen  whose  names  were 
drawn  for  the  gift  of  a  trip  to  New  York,  given 
by  the  Curtis’  Publishing  Company,  along  with 
George  Stone,  the  captain  of  the  winning  team, 
and  Beverly  Warbec,  secretary. 

Ellsworth  climbed  to  victory  in  sports,  also, 
capturing  the  C.I.A.C.  soccer  tournament.  Con¬ 
tributing  to  this  success  were  our  senior  boys 
who,  as  juniors,  had  worked  so  faithfully  on  the 
soccer  team. 

And  when  basketball  came  into  its  own, 
seniors  were  in  the  forefront.  Playing  a  great 
game  were  Irving  Foster,  George  Stone,  Alfred 
Bowidas,  George  Mellen,  and  Ronald  Driscoll, 
cheered  on  by  senior  members  of  the  cheering 
squad,  Anne  Breor,  Zula  Carey,  and  Marget 
Parent.  Meanwhile,  June  Rose,  Gloria  Grotta, 
and  Donna  Chapman  were  the  senior  stars  in 
basketball,  and  Shirley  Delnicki,  the  manager. 

It  would  be  almost  natural  with  a  class  such 
as  ours  to  look  for  its  members  sharing  Student 
Council  and  club  responsibilities.  June  Rose  was 
also  president  of  the  S.C.H.E.  Club,  and  Ina 
Pasqualini,  secretary.  Elaine  Kupchunos  and 
Myron  Burr  were  among  those  chosen  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  chorus  group  at  All-State.  Myron  Burr 
was  president;  Joan  Butler,  secretary,  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Council;  while  acting  as  chairmen  of  coun¬ 
cil  committees  were  George  Stone  and  Anne 
Breor. 

Promise  and  fulfillment — perhaps  our  prom¬ 
ise  was  not  too  evident  as  freshmen,  but  we 
like  to  think  that  we  have  fulfilled  many  of  the 
hopes  of  our  teachers  and  our  parents  have 
held  for  us,  and  that  in  the  years  to  come  we 
will  make  the  best  of  the  promise  we  now  hold.
